In response to the Final Rejection mailed December 22, 2006, reconsideration is 
requested in light of the following remarks. 

Claims 2-10, 12-18 and 20 are pending in this application. 

The pending claims, claims 2-10, 12-18 and 20, were provisionally rejected over 
claims 3-14 of commonly assigned, co-pending U.S. Patent Application No. 10/569,155 
under the judicially created doctrine of nonstatutory, obviousness-type double patenting. 
While Applicants do not necessarily agree with the rejection, Applicants respectfully 
submit that this rejection is improper and should be withdrawn.
